Our people have had more or less ex- 


perience with new born "life insurance" 
companies, and the following- from the 
Bloomington Pantograph of yesterday 
will be of interest to local agents of relia- 
ble companies and all persons holding 
policies in the same: "From long ac- 
counts! of the fraudulent graveyard in- 
surance company, that has been operat- 
ing in! Illinois under the name of the 
State Capital Life Association, of Spring- 
field, 111,, we learn that the concern hae 
been operating more largely perhaps in 
McLean county than in any other part of 
the state. The company operated mainly 
in the rural districts, and it has been as- 
certained that Simpson and his sub- 
agents procured about 100 policies in the 
neighborhood of Heyworth. 
Several 


fraudulent transactions of the concern in 
that locality have come to the knowledge 
of the insurance deportment, It is stated 
that two policies amounting to $5,000 
were issued on the life of Peter Albreeht, 
oged 82 who is said to be a resident of 
Germany, and therefore could not be- 
come a member of the association, The 
policies were made payable to Frederick 
C. Mielke, of Tolono, a grandson of Al- 
breeht. A policy of $5000 was issued to 
Nilfred Hancock, of Heyworth, payable 
to Albert Newton, a sub-agent of the 
company, and in no way related to the 
insured, while the concern is only author- 
ized by law to collect assessments for the 
benefit of the widows, orphans and heirs 
of the deceased members. Mrs. Hancock 
was on her death bed when this policy 
was issued and died two weeks later, and 
the policy was issued without the knowl- 
edge of Mrs. Hancock. or her husband. 
Policies were issued on the life of J. B. 
Lewis, of Heywortb, in favor of Hiram 
Daniels for $3000. The company was or- 
ganized by Prof. Blackwell, who was once 
n preacher in Coles county, but who was 
fired from the ministry for alleged crook- 
edness."

session, and how much more it would 
havo cost the state, but for this act 
of Gov. Yates—for which ho was< 
roundly abused at the time by overyv 
democratic paper in the state—is 
left only to conjecture.

ture of 1S71 was the iirst held after 
the adoption of the now state con- 
stitution, and this fact, with the Chi- 
cago fire, which occurred while its 
members were in office, greatly ox- 
tended the length of the session.

New York city, Philadelphia, Chi- 


cago, Brooklyn, Boston, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, 
Baltimore, Pittsburg, 


San Franciaco, Newark, Jersey City, 
Cleveland, Buffalo, Providence, Mil 
waukee, Louisville, Detroit, New Or- 
leans and Washington are the twenty 
leading manufacturing cities of the 
Union, and have nearly 70,000 man- 
ufactories, kept busy by the labor of 
900,000 persons, at a cost of some 
$900,000,000 expended every year.

AMERICA.—A PROCLAMATION. 


In conformity with a custom, the annual 
observation of which is justly held In honor by 
this people, I, Chester A. Arthur, President of 
the United States, do hereby setnpart Thurs- 
day, the ItOth day of November next, ns a day 
of public thaiiksirivingr, Tho blessings de- 
manding our gratitude aro numerous and va- 
ried. Cor the pence and amity which subsists 
between this Republic aud all Nations of tho 
world; for freedom from Internal discoid and 
violence; for increasing: friendship between 
tho different sections of the land; for liberty, 
justice and constitutional government; for 
the devotion of the people to our free institu- 
tions and their cheerful obedience to mihl 
tows; for the constantly Increasing strength 
of the Republic, while extend ing its privileges 
to lellow-men who come to live wilh us; for 
the improved means of internal communica- 
tlon and increased facilities of intercourse 
with other Nations; for the general prevailing 
hehlth of tho year: for tho prosperity of |U 
our industries, the liberal reurn for tho me- 
chanics' toil, affording n marl:ct for the abun- 
dant harvests of tlio husbi ndnien; for the 
preservation of the National faith nnd credit: 
for the wise and generous provision to effect 
the intellectual and moral education of our 
youth; for tho influence upon tho public con- 
science ol a restraining and transforming reli- 
gion and for tho joys of bonio—for these and 
for many other blessings wo should give 
thanks.

Wherefore, I do recommend that the dny 
above designated mny bo observed throughout 
tho country as n day of National thanksgiving 
and prayer, nnd that the people, censing from 
Itheir daily lanora and meeting iu accordance 
with their several forms of worship, draw 
near to tho throne of Almighty God, oltcrinir 
to Him praise nnd gratitude for tho manifold 
good which He has vouchsafed to us, and 
praying that His blessings and mercy m«y 
continue. 


And I do further recommrnd that the day 
thus appointed mny bo made a special occa- 
sion for deeds of kindness and clmrlty to tho 
suffering and needy, so thnt all who dwoll 
within the laud may rejoice and bo glad In thin 
season of National Thanksgiving.
